John Henry Ferguson, who is located 
on Grassy creek, in Morgan county, 2 
milee below the chapel, ia certainly a 
genuis. Never aerviug a day at any trade 
he la able to master the moat intricate 
machinery aud work. He has an engino 
and boiler io hia shop with which be 
runs his machinery and for which he 
made all the pulleys and shafting of 
wood, turning them on hia wood lath*. 
He has a mortising machine, a tending 
machine, band aaw, cut-off saw, (raring 
machine, jig aaw, etc. He made tho 
wood work for ail of them. The mortis¬ 
ing machine ia a piece of his own handi¬ 
work, every particle of which he con¬ 
structed hut the drive wheel, which waa 
an old mowing inachiue a heel, converted 
to that purirase. The hits to this ma¬ 
chine are all steel, made and tempered 
by him, and the machine is worked on 
the bicycle principle. Parties who have 
visited his shop say that he manufac¬ 
ture* as fine furniture a* can he seen in 
any furniluro store, turns out molding of 
any and every pattern, and huilda veran¬ 
das and stairways for houses. Last summer 
he had the contract to build a two story 
frame house of 8 room*, hull, stairway, 
etc., for Harris Howard, of White Oak. 
in Morgan county, the lumber being 
furnished him in the rough. He moved 
his planer to the site, dressed the lumber 
and with three hand* completed the 
house In eiactly six weeks, ceiling the 
entire house with pine, which was var¬ 
nished. Yes, he is a genius, and no mis¬ 
take, and when one considers that be 
never studied a day under anv master 
this record is remarkable. An effort 
was recently made to gut him to move 
to our towu with hia plant, hut lie de¬ 
clined to do so for the reason that he waa 
already established uml doing well. If 
he would hut advertise in Tin: I! Kit ALU 
now his fortune would he assured, and 
if he is as wise in tbut respect as he ia 
with regard to his work, he will haaten 
to do so and no longer hide his light 
under a bushel. We doubt if one in a 
hundred of the citizens of Morgan aud 
Wolfe know that there is a man among 
us who can work wouders in his way. 
and he owes it to himstdf and to theso 
to enlighten them that they may ho uhlo 
to economize.
